On January IS, 1954 1 addressed a latter to you about the ear like 
statements attributed by the American Prase to King fleud of Saudi 
erabia. On Jan. 26, 1954 8*. Stephen P. Dorsey, Deputy Director of 
the Office of beer Eastern Affairs Department of State edrleed that 
an authentic version of King Samd’e statement was net available, but 
that the policy of the Arab States mas not to embark upon ailitary 
aggression against Israel. 

On February 5, 1954 in my reply to Hr. Dorsey I pointed out that if 
King Scud bed been Incorrectly quoted, the error should be corrected 
by the {areas, Hoeever if upon investigation it is found that the 
published statement mas oorreot, then ge further financial or ailitary 
assistance can legally be granted Saudi Arabia as it mould violate 
Section 202 (b) of the Mutual Security Act of 1951* 

On February 5, 1954 Hr. Hoeard A. Cook, Chief, Public Services Divleion 
Department of State, replied that under the Tripe otite Declaration of 
1950, the United States stood fully behind the commitments to resist 
aggression in violation of existing armistice agreements betueen Israel 
end the Arab States. 


It nom appears that the ate tenants of King Saud mere correctly reported, 
because the papers state that the Arab countries are aeaembling armies 
on the borders of Israel. King Saud reeantly visited Cairo end it seems 
that he is actively engaged in preparing to carry out hie marliJee 
Intentions. 


An alarm must be sounded, end immediate meriting given to King Baud end 
the Arab States that any agression cm their part mill violate the 
Tripartite Declaration of nay 1950, end the Mutual Security Act of 1951. 
And that the sanetione provided by thoee cots mill be Involved. 


It is of the greatest moment that firm and definite action be taken 
immediately because e aperk in the beer last may kindle a morld miria 
conflagration, and the cold mar mill becoma a hot mar. 
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King Sand has ion than warlike intentions* He has pmbliely 
that he will conquer Israel and wipe it off the fans of the earth. This 
is barbarianl sm and not ta be taken lightly. When Hitler made ainiiar 
statements they were ignored because deemed fantastic, but events proves 
hin to bo very serious. Thus it is with King Saud,
